f  *f  ,  PROPOSED  19 U5  SUPPORT  PRICES  OM  FaRI..;  PRODUCTS 

The  proposed  1945  support  prices  sufflmarized  in  this  stateiiient  are  necessarily  con- 
tingent'upon  action  by  the  Congress  providing  funds  and  authorizations  for  Carry- 
ing out  the  pro^rai-ii. 

Support  prices  for  needed  crops  and  classes  of  livestock  are  an  .integral  part  of 
the  v;ar  food  prograjn.    Generally  announced  in  advance  of  the,  tii'rie  when  fanners 
must  plant  their  crops  or  plan  their  livestock  production,  they  assure  specified 
retui:ns  and  are  the  farmers'  equivalent  of  the  contract  prices  vrhich  cover  the 
operations  of  producers  of  ,guns,  amiTiunitions,  .ships,  tanl-cs,  airplajies,  clothing, 
and  other  v.-ar  materials.    Moreover,  the  relative  levels  at  vjhich  these  support 
prices  are  established  constitute  one  of  the  more  important  devices  available  to 
the  ;Jar  Food  Administration  for  encouraging  the  most  desirable  pattern  of  agricul- 
tural production. 

The  chief  legislative  bases  for  the  support-price  progrsjii  are  section  302  of  the 
Agricultural  Adjustment  .nct  of  1938,  as  supplemented  by  section  G  of  the  act  of 
October  2,  1942,  and  the  so-called  Steagall  iiinendnent ,  or  section  4  (a)  of  the  act 
approved  July  1,  1941,  as  ainended  by  the  act  of  October  2,  1942. 

This  legislation  requires  that  the  basic  crops  —  corn,  cotton,  wheat,  rice, 
tobacco,  and  peanuts  for  nuts  —  be  supported  at  90  percent  of  parity  (92g  percent,, 
in  the  case  of  cotton)  if  marketi.ag  quotas  have  not  been  disapproved,  regardless 
of  V'.'hether  a  support  at  suoh  level  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  needed  vjartLne  pro- 
duction.   Prices  must  also  be  supported  at  not  less  than  90  percent  of  the  parity 
or  comparable  price  for  any  nonbasic  co^r^Tiodity  f6r  v>'hich  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  encourage  a  substantial  expansion  of  production. 

Sixice  prices  generally  must  be  supported  at  about  90  percent  of  parity,  it  is 
necessary  to  establish  support  prices  for  some  of  the  more  urgently  needed  co/nmodi- 
ties  at  levels  considerably  above  parity  in  order  to  assure  prices  attractive 
enough  to  obtain  the  necessary  shifts  in  production. 

So  far,  the  Secretary -of  Agriculture  or  the  Ifar  Food  Administrator  has  asked  under 
the  Steagall  Araendinent  for  an  expansion  in  production  of  hogs,  eggs,  chickens 
(e:ccluding  chickens  v;eighing  less  than  3  pounds  live  ■'.veight  and  all  broilers), 
turkeys,  milk  and  butterfat,  designated  varieties  of  dry  peas,  designated  varie- 
ties of  dry  beans,  soybeans  for  oil,.^  flaxseed  for  oil,  peanuts  for  oil,  potatoes, 
cured  sweetpotatoes,  and  American-fE.g^'-ptian  cotton.    It  should  also  be  noted  that 
the  Vlar  Food  Administration  is  directed  to  support  the  prices  of  these  comnodi- 
ties  as  '.veil  as  the  basic  couiiTiodities  —  corn,  cotton,  v.heat,  rice,  tobacco,  and 
peanuts  for  nuts  —  at  not  less  than  90  percent  of  parity  for  a  period  extending 
until  2  years  after  the  January  1  follo\,'ing  the  date  on  v/hich  the  President  or 
the  Congress  shall  have  proclaij-^.ed  hostilities  to  have  ended. 

In  addition  to  the  co/amodities  for  vjhich  support  prices  have  been  fomally  pro- 
claimed under  the  Steagall  Anendment  or  for'uhich  loans  are  specififcally  required 
by  legislation,  support  prices  or  loans  are  proposed  for'1945  "for  a  number  of 
other  comnodities,  including  sugar  beets,  sugarcane,  rye,  barley,  grain  sorghuins, 
vegetables  for  canning,  and  a  number  of  grass  and  legwae  seeds, 
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Support-price  programs  are  carried  out  through  purchase  of  commodities  for  mili- 
tary, lend-lease,  and  other  governmental  uses,  including  purchases  out  of  the  30 
percent  of  the  tariff  revenues  appropriated  by  section  32  of  Public  Law  ^20, 
Seventy- fourth  Congress,  or  through  loans,  purcha.ses,  and  other  operations  con- 
ducted "by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation. 

In  general,  the  supoort  prices  for  livestock  and  livestock  products  extend  through 
December         .19^5>  while  the  support  prices  for  crops  grown  and  harvested  in  19'-^5 
extend  through  June  3O1  19^-+6.     In  the  case  of  hogs,  however,   support  prices  have 
been  announced  for  the  period  ending  March  3I.  IS'+^j  in  order  to  assure  returns 
from  the  spring  pig  crop  of  19^5* 

WHEAT 

Non-recourse  loans  at  90  percent  of •  the  parity  price  as  of  July  1 ,  19^-^5.  will  be 
made  available  to  farmers  on  wheat  produced  in  19^5         stored  on  farms  or  in  ware- 
houses.   The  specific  schedule  of  loan  rates,  with  differentials  for  location, 
grade,  and  quality  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date.    The  loans  will  be  available 
until  December         19^5 1  ^"^^  will  mature  on  April  30>  19^6,  or  earlier  upon  demand. 

COM 

Non- recourse  loans  at  90  percent  of  the  parity  p:rice  as  of  October  1,  19^+5 >  will 
be  made  available  to  formers  on  com  produced  in  19'-+5         stored  on  farms.  The 
specific  loan  rate  for  each  location  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date.  Com 
grading  No.  3i        better,  except  for  moisture  content,  will  be  eligible  for  loan. 
Ear  corn  containing  more  th^n  20^  percent  moisture  and  shelled  corn  containing 
more  than  13"!  percent  moisture  will  not  be  eligible  for  loans.    The  loans  will  be 
available  as  follows:    Prom  December  1,  I9U5,  to  March  31 ,  19^6,  for  ear  com  con-, 
taining  not  more  than  20^  percent  moisture;   from  December  1,  19^5i  to  April  30> 
19^6,  for  ear  corn  containing  not  more  than  IT'S  percent  moisture;  from  December  1, 
1914-5,  to  May  31,  19^,  for  ear  corn  containing  not  more  than  15i  percent  moisture; 
and  from  June  1,  I9U6,  to  September  30,  I9U6 ,  for  shelled  corn  containing  not  more 
than  13-g-  percent  moisture.    The  loans  will  mature  on  September  30,  19^7.  or  earlier 
upon  demand. 

COTTOU 

Hon-recourse  loans  at  32^  percent  of  the  parity  price  as  of  August  1,  19^5f  will 
be  made  available  to  farmers  on  American  Upland  cotton  produced  in  19^5  and  stored 
on  farms  or  in  warehouses.    The  basic  loan  rate  will  b  e  for  Middling  j/Z  inch 
cotton,  mth  appropriate  premiums  and  discounts  for  other  qualities  and  different- 
ials according  to  location.     The  specific  schedule  of  loan  ratos,  with  premiums 
and  discounts  based  on  market  prices  from  August  1,  19^^.  "to  June  30,  19^5.  will 
be  announced  at  a  later  date.    The  loans  will  be  available  until  May  1,  19^6,  ajad 
will  mature  July  3I.  19^6.  or  earlier  upon  demand. 

RICE 

¥on-.recourse  loans  at  90  percent -of  the  parity  price  as  of  August  1,  19'+5i  will  be 
made  available  to  farmers  and  coopera-ttve  associations  on  rough  rice  produced  in 
19^5  and  stored  on  famis  or  in  m€vrehouses.  The  specific  schedule  of  loan  rates 
with  differentials  for  location,  variety,  grade,  and  milling  quality  will  be  an- 
nounced at  a  later  date.  The  loans  will  be  available  from  September  1,  I9U5,  to 
February  28,  I9U6.  They  will  mature  on  June  30,  19^6,  in  southern  States  and  on 
July  31,  I9U6,  in  California,  or  earlier  upon  demand. 
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TOBA.CCO 

Non-recourse  loans  at  90  percent  of  the  parity  price  as  of  the  heginning  of  the 
marketing  year  (July  1,  19^5 »  foi*  flue-cured  to"bacco  and  October  1,  19^5 »  for 
other  types)  will  be  made  available  tofe.rmers  and  cooperative  associations  on 
tobacco  produced  in  19^5         stored  in  warehouses.    The  specific  schedules  of  loan 
rates  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date.     Ina.  ddition,  the  Administration  will  pur- 
chase tobacco  through  dealers  as  required  for  governmental  purposes. 

FEAMJTS 

Peanuts  produced  in  19^5  will  be  supported  at  base  prices  to  fanners  of  $l60  per 
ton  for  Spanish,  Virginia,  and  Valencia  types  and  $1^5  per  ton  for  Eiinner  types. 
These  base  prices  are  for  peanuts  having  a  sound,  mature  kernel  content  of  65  per- 
cent in  the  case  of  Virginia,  Valencia,  and  Runner  types  and  fO  percent  in  the 
case  of  Spanish  types.    Premiums  and  discounts  will  be  established  for  other 
qualities.    The  War  Food  Administration  (which  will  be  the  only  authorized  buyer 
of  19^5  crop  peanuts)  will  enter  into  price  supporting  contracts  with  shellers, 
crushers  and  producer  cooperative  associations  under  which  they  will  agree  to  pur- 
chase peanuts  from  fafiq^ris  for  the  account  of  the  Administration  at  not  less  than 
th^  support  prices,  and'the  itdmiriistration  will  agree  to  make  peanuts  available 
for  processing  and  di gtribation  at  prices  based  upon  applicable  ceilings.  The 
Administration  will  also  make  loans  on  farmers'   stock  peanuts  available  through 
cooperative  associations.  ' 

SOTBEANS  • 

Soybeans. produced  in  19^^+5  will  be  supported  at -a  price- to  farmers  of  $2.oU  per 
bushel  for  green  and  yellow  soj'-beans  grading  No.  2  or  better,  with  not  more  than 
lU  percent  moisture  content,  delivered  to  country  elevators  or  other  normal  pro- 
ducer delivery  points.    Premiums  will  be  provided  for  lower  moisture  content  and 
discounts  for  lower  grades.    Support  prices  will  be  20  cents  per  bushel  lower  for 
brown,  black  and  mixed  soybeans.    The  specific  schedule  of  support  prices  will  be 
announced  at  a  later  date. 

Hon- recourse  loans  at  the  support  prices  will  be  made  available  to  farmers  on 
soybeans  produced  in  19^5  ^'^^  stored  on  farms.  •  The  loans  will  be  available  until 
January  3I.  19^6,  and  will  mature  on  April  J)0,  19^6,  or  earlier  upon  demand. 

The  War  Pood  Administration  will  also  offer  to  purchase  soybeans  at  the  support 
prices  through  terminal  and  other  elevators  and  to  enter  into  price  supporting 
contracts  with  processors  under  which  processors  will  agree  to  pay  not  l-ess  than 
the  support  prices  for  soybeans  purchased  by  them. 

PLAXSEED 

Support  prices  for  U.  S.  No.  1  flaxseed- produced  in  19^5         delivered  to  pro- 
cessor's plant  in  carload  lots  will  be  $3. 00. per  bushel  at  Mankato,  Minneapolis 
and  Red  Wing,  Minnesota;  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin;  Chicago,  Illinois  and  Portland, 
.Oregon,  $3.20  per  bushel  at  Los  Angeles  and  San  Prancisco,  California,  $2.85  per 
bushel  at  Emporia  and  Predonia,  Kansas,  and  $2.80  per  bushel  at  Corpus  Christi, 
Harlingen,  and  Houston,  Texas.     Support  prices  .for  flaxseed  grading  U.  S.  No.  2 
.will  be  5  cents. per  bushel  less.    The  support  prices  at  local  markets  will  be  the 
applicable  terminal  price  less  freight  and  handling  charges.    :The  specific  sched- 
ule of  support  prices  will  be  announced  at/ later  date. 
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Non-recourse  loaas  at  the  support  prices  v;ill  be  made  available  to  farmers  on 
flaxseed  produced .  in  I9U5  and  stored  en-  farms  or  in  v;arehouses.    The  loans  will  ■ 
he  available  until. October  3I .  l^H^- California  and  Ariz pna  flaxseed  and  until 
January  31j  19^^»  0^  all- other  flaxseed.    The  loans  will  mature  upon  demand-but  • 
not  later  than  March  31»  19^^»  fpr  California  and  Arizona  flaxseed  and  not  later 
than  June  30*  19^ »  for  all  other  flaxseed, 

DRY  EDI.BLE  BSAITS 

During  the  period  ending  June  30f  19^6»         ^^-^  Pood  Administration  will  purchase 
certain  designated  varietal  types  of  dry  edible  beans  produced  in  I9H5  and  offered 
for  sale  to  the  Adjninistration  pursuant  to  procedures  which  it  will  aiinouiice  at  a 
later  date.    Purchases  will  be  made  in  carload  lots,  cleaned  and  bagged,  f.  o.  b. 
cars  at  country  shipping  points,  at  the  follov.dng  prices  for  U.  S.  ITo.  1  grade 
beans:     $8,00  per  himdred  pounds  for  Light  Red  Kidney v  Dark  Red  Kidney, -and  Western 
Red  Kidney  beans;    $7»50  per  hundred  pounds  for  Lima. ^nd.

The  Administration  vdll  offer  price  supporting  contracts  to  country  shippers  under 
which  the  shippers  will  agree  to  pay  farmers  for  thresher-run  beans  not  less  than 
the  support  price  minus  the  established  margin  for  cleanins,  ■bsLggine,  l^ibellng, 
and  merchandising.    The  V/ar-  Pood  Administration  may  refuse  to  accept  offers  from 
dealers  whos^-cleaning  and'  handling  margin  is  in  excess  of  the  maximum- rate  approved 
by  it.  ., : ^  . :  ■^r,^ 

Non-recourse,  loans  will  be  .made  available  to  farmers  on  thresher-run  beans  of  the 
de.signat.ed  varietal  types except  Cranberry  beans,  California  Blackeye  beans,  and 
Southern  Blackeye  peas,  which  are  produced  in  I9U5  and  stored  on  farms  or  in  ware- 
houses provided  warehouse  charges  are  perpaid  through  April  3O,  19^+6.    The  loan 
rates,  except  on  Pinto  beans,  vrill  be  $5..50  per"  hundred,  pounds  for  U.  S.  No.  1,_ 
$5.35.  per  hundred  pounds  for  U..  S.  No,.  2,  and  $5.10- per  hundred  pounds  for  U.  S. 
No.  3.  .-The  loan  rates  on  Pinto  beans  will  be-  $1,00  per  hundred  pounds  lower  than 
these  rates.    Beans  v;hich  hav^ noisture  content  of  more  than  18  percent  or  v.rhich, 
after  cleaning,  will  contain,  defects  in  excess  of  10  percent,  will  not  be  eligible 
for  loan.

During  the  period  ending  June  30,  I9U6,  the  War  Pood  Administration  v/ill  purchase 
smooth  type  dry  peas  of  the  varietal  type's  Alaska,  Bluebell,  Scotch  Green,  First  ■ 
and  Best,  Marrov^fat,  Colorado  V/hite,  and  White  Canauia,  produrSd  in- I9U5  and  offered 
for  sale  to  the  Administration  pxirsuant  to  procedui'es  v/hich  it  will  announce  at 
later  date.    Purchases  v;ill  be  made  in  carload  lots,  cleaned  and  bagged,-  f.  0.  b, 
cars.afc  country  shipping  points  at  the  follov/iug  prices:    For  the  designated  varietal 
types  .except  Colorado  White,  U.  S.  No.  1  grade,  $k.^0  per  hundred  pounds;    U.  S. 
No,,.  -2  grade,  $U.25  per  hundred  pounds;     for  Colorado  V.'hite,  U.  S.  No,  1  grade  $U.25 
per  hundred  pounds;    U.  S.  No.  2  grade,  $U.OO  per  hundred  pounds. 
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The  Administration  will  offer  price  supporting  contracts  to  country , shippers  under 
which  the  shippers  v;ill  agree  to  pay  farmers  for  thresher-run  peas  not  less  than 
the  support  price  minus  the_ established  margin  for  cleaning,  bagging,  labeling, 
and  merchandising.    The  VFA  may  refuse  to  accept  offers  from  dealers  whose  cleaning 
and  handling  margin  is  in  -excess  of  the  maximum  rate  approved  by  it. 

POTATOES 

Support  prices  on  potatoes  produced  in  I9U5  will  reflect  90  percent  of  the  parity 
price  calculated  as  of  January  1,  19^5»         early  and  intermediate  potatoes  and 
as  of  July  1,  I9U5,  for  the  remainder  of  the  crop.    The  support  prices  v;ill  apply 
only  to  potatoes  which  grade  U,  S.  No.  1  or  U.  S.  Commercial  containing  not  less 
than  80  percent  of  U.  S.  No.  1  quality,    '^he  support  prices  will  be  effective  at 
the  shipping  .point  level  on  the  basis  of  potatoes  graded,  sacked,  andloaded  f.  0.  b 
cars.    The  specific  schedule  of  support  prices  by  area,  grade,  variety,  and  month 
will  be  announced  at  a  later  date.

For  early  and  intermediate  potatoes  the  V/ar  Food  Administration  will  offer  to 
purchase  potatoes  at  the  support  prices  from  farmers  or  from  dealers  who  pay  not 
less  than  the  equivalent  of  the  support  prices  for  the  potatoes  they  purchase  from 
farmers. 

For  late  potatoes  the  Administration  v;ill  make  loans  on  potatoes  stored,  on  farms 
or  in  warehouses  available  to  farmers  and  cooperative  associations,  and  to  dealers 
viho  pay  farmers  not  less  than  the  equivalent  of  the  support  prices.    The  loans 
v/ill  be . non-recourse  regarding  market  value  but  the  borrov;er  vdll  be  responsible 
for  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  potatoes  stored,  excluding  losses  caused  by 
flood,-  fire,  theft,  windstorm,  or  lightning  for  which  the  borrov/er  is  not  respon- 
sible.   The  loans -vrill  be  made  available  betv/een  September  I5  and  December  I5,  19^5» 
and -will  mature  on  March  ^1,  I9U6,  or  earlier  upon  demand.     The  specific  schediile 
of  loan  rates  by  area,  grade,  and  variety  v/ill  be  anno\mced  at  a  later  date, 

CURED  SV.W  POTATOES 

Non-recourse  loans  will  be  made  available  to  farmers  and  cooperative  associations 
on  cured  sweet  potatoes  produced  in  19^5»  packed  in  stiandard  crates,  baskets  or 
hampers,  and  assembled  in  lots  of  1,000  bushels  or  more  in  approved  storage  ware- 
houses.   Loans  vail  also  be  made  available  to  dealers  v;ho  pay  farmers  not  less 
than  the  equivalent  of  the  support  prices.    The  loans  v;ill  be  made  at  90  percent 
of  the  parity  price  as  of  November  1,  19^5.  ^i^t  in  no  event  less  than  the  follovr- 
ing  rates  per  bushel  for  U.  S.  No,  1  grade,    $1,50  from  November  15  to  December  3I 
$1.65  in  Janviary,  and  $1,75  in  February.    The  .loan  rates  for  U.  S.  No.  2  sweet 
potatoes  containing  not  less  than  75  percent  of  U.  S.  No,  1  equality  v/ill  be  15 
cents  per  bushel  less  than  the  rates  of  U,  S,  No,  1.    The  loans  will  be  available 
from  November  I5,  19^5*  to  Pebrxxary  25,  ISHS  ^  and  v/ill  mature  on  April  I5,  19^6, 
or  earlier  upon  demand. 

The  price  support  loans  v/ill  be  supplemented,  if  necessary,  by  purchases  of  un- 
cured  sv/eet  potatoes  in  carload  lots  for  relief  purposes  and  by  such  other  surplus 
diversion  programs  as  may  be  practicable.

Non-recourse  loans  at  rates  "based  on  90  "oercent  of  the  parity  nrice  as  of 
August  1,  19^5 >  for  average  quality,  will  "be  made  available  to  farmers  on 
American-Egyptian  cotton  produced  in  19^5  and  stored  in  v/arehouses.  ^he 
loan  rate  will  iDe  adjusted  to,  and  announced  on,  the  "basic  auality  grade 
(>To.  2,  1^  inches,  n€t  weight),  with  apToropriate  premiums  and  discounts  for 
other  grades  and  staples,  and  with  differentials  according  to  location.  The 
specific  schedule  of  loan  rates  will  "be  announced  at  a  later  date.  The 
loans  will  "be  available  until  May  1,  19^6,  and  will  mature  on  July  3I,  19^6, 
or  earlier  upon  demand.

Under  the  price  support  progreuB  for  winter  cover  crop  seed  produced  in  19^5 »  the  V/ar 
Food  Adninistration  vdll  purchase  from  farmers  recloaned,  bagged  seed,  which  is 
fumigated  when  necessary,  on  the  "basis  of  the  following  prices  per  pound  for  top 
quality  seed:     Hairy  vetch,  12  cents;  certified  V/illamette  vetch,  6  cents;  crimson 
clover,  11^  cents;  common  rye-grass,  Yi"  cents.    Als»,  non-recourse  loans  will  he 
made  available  to  farmers  on  Austrian  v;inter  peas  at  Ji^  cents  per  pound  and  on  Rough- 
pea  vine  o-nd  Blue  lupine  at  5  cents  per  pound.
